FAMOUS OLD THEATER | ISLE INHABITE 


BY RARE BIRDS 


Feathered Kingdom Found on 
U. S. Preserve. 


Galveston, Texas.—A principality of 
the feathered kingdom and an ornithol- 
ogist’s paradise is Bird island. 

It is on this small island, less than 
a mile long and about half a mile 
wide, that trappers and government 
banding agents find migratory birds 
once common but now so searce that 
they are protected by federal law. 

The fsland, about two miles from 
the southw¢st tp of Galveston island 
and three miles from the mainiand, 
can be reached only by boat at high 
tide. 

The birds have favorable weather 
conditions. Breezes from the gulf 
keep the sand as warm as 65 degrees 
in winter and as cool as 80 degrees to 
summe). 

The island I{tself offers few attrac 
tons to the birds other than its isola- 
tion and almost even temperature. 
The only vegetation ts salt grass and 
salt cedar, and other anitnal tife is 
scurce. The birds are mostly water 
fowl, however. 

Aft least two of the rarest species 
visit the island at times. The whistling 
and trumpeting swans have been 
found there. The reddish and snowy 
egret also are are frequent visitors. 
Both est there. Among other birds 
nesting on the island are the black 
and royal tern, the small blue heron 
and the Louisiana heron, the skimmer. 
the willet. the curlew, the cormorant. 
sea pigeons and many more common 
species, 

The beautiful plumes of the egret 
once adorned feminine apparel, but 
federal laws now make even posses- 
sion of an egret feather an oftiense 
punishable by a ma<imum fine of $5UU. 

Birds banded on the isle so their 
seasonable flights could be traced 
have been captured as far north as 
Canada and as far gouth as Brazil. 


Substitute for Glass 


Is British Invention 
London.—An unbreakable substitute 
for glass, known as poloplass, abbre- 
viated to “plass,” has been invented 
by E. ©. Baly, professor of organic 
chemistry at Liverpool university, and 
his son. A factory for its manufae 
fure is being erected in Nottingham. 

The new substance, clear like glass 
but unsplinterable, is said to be un 
improvement on the material invented 
by Dr. F. Pollack, the Austrian chem- 
ist, with whom Professor Baly and his 
son have been collaborating. “Plass,” 
it is said, is cheaper than any other 
glass substitute, is burglar-proof and 
translucent to ultra-violet rays, like 
vita-glass, 

It can be molded to any shape and 
can be “turned” like a piece uf wood. 
It can atso be reduced to powder and 
pressed hydratlically, so that ft he 
comes opaque and can then be given 
any color. 

As soon as the Nottingham factory 
is finished the new glass substitute ts 
to be placed on the Market. Professor 
Baly does not say that it will super- 
sede glass entirely and sc¥s that he is 
not satisfied with its brilliance. but 
Says that its possibilities are illimit- 
able.

Many Queer Policies Are 
Written by Firms. 


London.—Insurance companies are 
often called upon to issue policies 
that are hardly distinguishable from 
bets, and this is Howhére truer than 
in London, where the exumple ot 
Lloyds, noted for being willing to 
quote a premiuin on any possible fu- 
ture event, is followed by many other 
cviipadles, 

The only stipulation most of them 
make fs that the person taking out 
the policy shall have a genuine insur- 
able Interest, which means that he 
will lose money if the event insured 
against occurs. 

Under this system a London the. 
atrical promoter recently took out a 
policy insuring the lives of the royal 
family, on the ground that a_ period 
of national mourning would cause the 
closing of theaters. Insuring against 
twins fs fairly common, while breach 
of promise, loss of bets on herse 
races, bad weather during vacations 
and elopements cause the writing of 
many policies, 

Figuring Premiums. 

Insuring the stability of foreign 
governments gives the political ex 
berts in an insurance company a 
steady Job figuring premiums. The 
life of the late czar of Russia was 
Insured for more than $5,000,000 by 
various English business men with in 
terests In Russia. Hundreds of pol 
icles were issued to Anglo-German 
traders when German finances. sky 
rocketed so suddenly. One policy has 
even been issued insuring the fir.an 
cial solvency of the British govern 
ment, but the company which issued 
it considered the premium paid more 
or less in the nature of a gift. 

Sometimes the underwriters are 
hard put to calculate the probu'ill 
ties of an event occurring. on which 
the premium rate is. based. How 
for instance, did they figure out the 
chances of three barrels of atin: of 
roses on a Bulgarlan esiuie woich 
were Insured against possible desiruc 
tion by the Invading Serbs? Hew dic 
they compute the possibilities of sui 
cide when “a creditor asked to be in 
sured against losing his money If hi: 
debtor took his own life? Pollcies 
were issued to cover both these con 
tingencies. 

Insurance against election risks 
common. The insurance companies 
will muke money {f the government 
chosen ut the next general electior 
has a good majority; but if it is re

turned with so slight an advamag: 
that a new election will -have to be 
called soon, the underwiters wil 
have to puy for the losses that al 
ways occur in the business retardatior 
that goes with elections. Failure of 
electric current is a frequent source 
of business for insurance companies 
but records of generating § station: 
make it comparatively easy to figure 
the probabilities when a theater pro 
prietor asks to be insured against hi: 
light failing him. 

About once a month we read tules 
of dancers Insuring their legs, film 
stars their weights, or Pianists thei: 
fingers. Sometimes these tules read 
suspiciously like publicity, and we 
feel that the actress who insures a 
particular dimple for an abaurd 
amount, or who seeks some still un 
Insured part of her anatomy to sup 
port a new policy, is activated rather 
by the thought of newspaper head 
lines than any real forebodings. 

Hat Insured Against Wind. 

This would hardly ve the case, how 
ever, in such an example as that of 
Professor Huxley, whose eyesight was 
tusured for $25,000, or Kubelik, who 
valued his bow hand at $50,00U. Per 
haps one of the oddest—and that we 
should hesitate to say was not con 
tracted with an eye to the newspapers 
—was the policy taken out by Cecile 
Sorel, who insured a hat studded witb 
diamonds and emeralds against the 
risk of being blown overboard during 
an Atlantic voyage. It would have 
been cheaper not to have worn It on 
shipboard. 

Aside from the policy guaranteeing 
the solvency of the British ygovern- 
tment, perhaps the safest on record 
was the one insuring a famous family 
against the expiration of the family 
name. When the policy was taken out 
there were 66 persons bearing: that 
name, and there seemed no possibility 
of a lack of beirs.

Capt, Edward Molyneux, one of the 
leading designers of fashionable dress 
in Paris, recently arrived in New York 
to spend a fortnight’s holiday. He 
bought fresh views from the world’s 
style capital as to the trends to be 
noted today in fashions wherever well- 
dressed women gather. 

“We are,” he said, to a fashion writ- 
er In the New York Times, “at the 
dawn cf a new era in dress. The day 
of uniformity is over, and the time 
has passed when women will all look 
alike, as they have done for years. 
Not that this uniformity eame about 
in either a casual or perfunctory way 
on the part of women of taste. On 
the contrary, it has been considered 
chic for a women to adopt whatever 
chanced to be the mode of the mo- 
ment. Now, however, there is an en- 
tire change of heart, and styles will 
henceforth be far more individual, 
more original.” 

In the future, Captain: Molyneux be 
lieves, a woman will study her own 
type and give serious thought to wear- 
ing whatever best becomes her. 

“This is a long step forward, and 
we shall continue to go forward,” he 
said. “There is to be henceforth no 
harking back to the other days for 
our conception. Art in dress has be- 
come creative and will be more so as 
women appreciate {ts importance and 
their own possibilities in beauty and 
chic.” 

Reminded of the popularity of the 
robe de style, he said: 

“Even that has undergone a com- 
plete ‘change and is utterly modern- 
ized tn interpretation. It is a far cry 
from the hoop skirts and crinoline of 
olden times to the wide-skirted, state- 
ly gown which belongs particularly to 
Jeanne Lanvin, aud the robe de style 
of today means any one of many pic- 
turesjue modeis varying in the detaiis 
of hemline. panels or trimming. _Per- 
sonally, I never make what Is known 
as the robe de style, for I prefer slim 
silhouettes and supple lines. These 
are becoming to the woman of lovely 
figure and helpful to the woman who 
has, so to speak, no figure at all, fur 
subtle and clever variations are pos- 
sible.” 


Skirts Are Longer. 

When asked his view about the 
length of skirts he said, emphatically: 
“Skirts are to be—already are—defi- 
hitely longer. The knee-length. skirt 
has always seemed to me an absolute 
vulgarity, and one thing that has sur- 
prised me in my first views of Amer- 
ica is the skirt cut even above the 
knee. Strangely enough Parisians, to 
whom Americans have, I believe, al- 
ways looked for extremes, have never 
worn skirts as short as one sees now 
in the avenues of New York.” 

Captain Molyneux does not apply 
his rule of complete individuality and 
originality to sports clothes, These, 
he thinks, should be more or less uni- 
form and altogether practical. But

dresses made on this model, he be. 
lieves, are to be henceforth for sports 
only, and not made of every sort of 
fabric for every type of dress, for 
Wear from morning till night. The 
fashion of making gowns for at least 
semiformal occasions of splendid fab- 
rics on the same model as frocks for 
the tennis court and sailboat came 
originally from Paris, and there it is 
now considered to be out of fashion. 
A softer, more graceful type of dress 
is now in style for every occasion, ex- 
cept in sports dress and .the Strictly 
tailored costume for traveling and the 
street. 

Captain Molyneux regards fashion 
as a matter of genuine importance. 
It is a mistake, he believes, for any 
one to regard it frivolously, for, he 
Says, not only women themselves are 
affected by their dress, but so are men 
in their appreciation, conscious or oth- 
erwise, of a well-dressed. woman. It 
is all a question of chic, he points out, 
and he defines the “acme of chic” as 


the ability to be correctly dressed for 
the occasion. 

Some of his dictums are: A wom- 
an's dress should never be obtrusive, 
Her dress should not dominate her 
personality—it should be the other 
way around. It is a mistake for a 
woman to think that by putting on 
something striking and flamboyant she 
is adding to her style. It is her cos- 
tume, not herself, that impresses, and 
the incongruity is likely to be obvious. 

Admires American Taste. 
Disclaiming any intention of flat- 
tering Americans, this fashion author- 
ity expressed his admiration of our 
women and their taste ‘a styles In en- 
thusiastic terms. “I am amazed,” he 
said, “at the chic of women in New 
York, who, I understand, represent 
women from all over the United 
States. They rival the fashionable 
Americans in Paris, who are almost 
the equal in chic of the French wom- 
en themselves—not quite the equal 
for with the well-dressed Parisienne 
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Paris Evening Gown. 


chic is an instinct, and with her now, 
as traditionally, it is not a matter of 
expense but of taste, and French wom- 
en are famous for their ability to 
dress well on little or nothing.” 
To American women Molyneux gives 
credit for their endeavor to make the 
best of themselves. Answering the 
age-old criticism of the women of 
England who, with the exception of 
an outstanding minority, are consid- 
ered always to look dowdy, he said: 
“They seem never to think that It 
matters. I consider they are mistak- 
en, and in the present generation I 
think they are changing for the bet- 
ter.” A 
Among the collections being pre. 
sented in Paris, that from the house 
of Molyneux is making a particular 
feature of. velvet. In a conspicuously 
smart evening gown of black velvet 
both the slim silhouette and the flare 
are emphasized. It is without a sem- 
blance of trimming, the neck is cut 
moderately low in a rounded line, 
back and front, the armholes are wide, 
and the gown follows the line of the 
figure to a point below the hips, where 
a flounce gives it a flare, dropping in 
graduated clusters of plaits, so that 
on one side it almost touches the 
ground.

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COOKIES AND THINGS 


There never has been any cooky 
ever enjoyed more by the children 
than the old-fashioned 
ginger cooky. flere is 
one of many recipes: 

Molacses Cookies.—Meit 
one-fourth of a cupful of 
shortening, add one 
fourth cupful each of 
boiling water, sugar and 
molasses, mix with two 
and one-fourth cupfuls-of 
flour sifted with one tea- 
spoonful each of ginger, 
cinnamon and salt, one-fourth tea- 
Spoonful of clove and three-fourths 
teaspoonful of soda. Chill, roll thin 
and cut into any form. Bake in a 
moderate oven. € 

Sugar Cookies.—Beat one egg, add 
three-fourths cupful of sugur and six 
tablespoonfuls of shortening, mix weil, 
add one and one-half cupfuls of flour, 
one teaspuonful of creain of tartar, 
one-half teaspoonful of soda dissolved 
in a teaspoonful of water, four table- 
spoonfuls of milk and nutmeg to 
Havor. Chill, roll, sprinkle with sugar 
and bake ip a hot oven. 

For the children sprinkle some of 
the cookies with the caraway candies 
before baking. : 

Molasses Pie.—Line a ple tin with 
good pastry and spread with the fol- 
lowing mixture: Bring half a pint of 
molasses to the boiling pvint and add 
carefully one tablespoonful of butter 
and flour worked to a paste: cook 
slightly until thickened, remove from 
the fire, add the juice and rind of a 
lemon, a pinch of cinnamon and one 
half cupful of chopped walnut meats. 
Cover with a top crust and bake in a 
moderate oven. 

Eccles Cakes.—Roll out any left- 
over pastry and cut into four-inch 
squares. In the center of each place 
a spoonful of the following mixture: 
Chop fine one cupful of seeded raisins 
and mix with three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of sugar; add one beaten egy, the 
juice and rind of a lemon and one 
soda cracker finely rolled. Brush the 
edge of the pastry with water, press 
the edges together and bake. 

Appleunes.—Cut apples in half cross- 
wise, core and pare. Cook until ten- 
der in a rich sirup. Serve with a 
cooked prune in the center of each 
apple and a kernel from each prune 
stone in the center of each prune, 


Oyster Cookery. 

The favorite shellfish are so easily 
digested, nutritious and flavorful, es- 
pecially when 
eaten raw. When 
cooked they 
should never be 
heated to a high 
temperature as 
that makes then 
tough and indi- 
gestible. When 
preparing oysters for serving, each 
one should be run through the fingers, 
using extreme care to remove every 
particle of shell. Place in a wire 
strainer, pour cold water through 
them and they are then ready to serve 
in any manner. 

Oyster Delight—Wash and cook for 
twenty minutes in boiling water Iwo 
dozen fresh shrimp—shell and ,remove 
the viscera. Wash two dozen large 
oysters, cook slowly in their own juice 
until the edges cul. Carefully clean 
a small can of crab meat. Combine 
ove-half of ® chopped green pepper 
with six sHced mushrooms and fry in 
two tablespoonfuls of fat. Prepare a 
white sauce with two tablespoonfuls 
each of butter and flour, add one pint 
of creym, one and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of salt, one-fourth teaspoonful 
each of pepper and paprika and one- 
half of a pimento chopped fine. Now 
add two cupfuls of diced white meat 
of chicken, the oysters, shrimp, crab 
meat mushrooms and green and red 
pepper, mixing lightly with a fork. 
Heat thoroughly and serve on small 
slices of toast. This quantity will 
serve ten to twelve persons. 


Cysters in Golden Sauce.—Simmer 
one pint of oysters in two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter until plump and the 
edges curl. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt, a few grains of cayenne, one 
fourth teaspoonful of nutmeg and two 
beaten egg yolks with one-fourth cup 
ful of cream. Just before serving add 
one teaspoonful of lemon juice, stir- 
ring rapidly. Serve on toast or crack- 
ers, garnished with parsley. 

Oyster Casserole.—Take four cup- 
fuls of celery diced and cook in just 
water to cover. Drain, reserving one- 
half cupful of the celery stock. Melt 
four tablespoonfuls of fat and add 
four tablespoonfuls of flour; when 
well blended add salt, pepper and pap- 
rika to season, one cupful of milk, 
celery stock and the oyster liquor 
drained from a number two can of 
oysters. Cook, stirring constantly. 
When smooth add the celery. Put a 
layer of the celery into a casserole, 
then a layer of oysters; repeat until 
all the ingredients are used, having 
the celery on top. Cover with but-
